HAMMER ATTACK IN 
LODGING HOUSE. 


ASSAULTS ON POLICE 
AND COAL WORKERS. 


- 


Arising out of the coal dispute, three 
charges of assault on workmen, and in two 
of the cases on Civic Guards, also, were 
posed in the Dublin District Court yester- 
ay. 

Patrick Carr, labourer, Queen's - terrace, 
came before Mr. Collins, D.J., and was. sen- 
tenced to one month’s imprisonment, with 
hard labour, on charges of having, with four 
other men, entered the boardinghouse, 68 
Capel street, and intimidated and assaulted 
Patrick Sweeney, an émployé of the Coal 
Merchants’ Association; and of having 
assaulted Miss Kathleen Fitzgerald, niece of 
the proprietor, by throwing a geranium 
pot, which was aimed at Sweeney, but which 
struck the girl on the right forearm, injuring 


her. 

Sweetie, who is a member of the Transport 
Workers’ Union, stated that he was entering 
his lodging at about 11.20 o’clock last Mon- 
day night, when five men, who were in the 
hall, rushed at him, kicked him and knocked 
him down. When he got up he went into 
the kitchen, and the men followed him. He 
saw the accused man “fire ” a geranium pot 
at him. He “‘ducked’’ and the pot struck 
Miss Fitzgerald. 

Some of the men attacked the witness with 
a hammer (produced), but he could not say 
that Carr had the hammer. ‘he men then 
ran out, and the witness and others followed 
and caught Carr in Capel street. They 
handed him over to a police constable in 
Stafford street. 

Miss Fitzgerald corroborated, and added 
that ‘she had to have her arm dressed in 
Jervis street Hospital. 

Civic Gnard O'Rourke (32 C), who gave 
evidence of arrest, said that the accused man 
denied the charge. 

Mr. Lynn (instructed by Messrs. Smyth 
and Son), who appeared for the accused man, 
pointed out that, according to ‘the evidence, 
Sweeney had not been hurt at all. 

STONES AND BOTTLES THROWN. 

Mr. Cussen, 
cases. Three men, named Nolan, Callaghan; 
and Murphy, who. were charged with Assault- 
ing Thomas Kelly,.a member-of the Transport 
Union, employed by ~Messra, © Tedeastle, 
McCormack, Ltd., and also a police con- 
stable, were ‘sentenced to one month’s im- 
prisonment; but the sentence was subse- 
quently reduced to one of twenty-one days, 
to date from time of arrest, at the request 
of Mr. Byrne, solicitor.

Mr. Cussen said that he took a very sérions 
view of assaults by workmen on members of 
their own class. There was nothing more 
revolting. in. the Insh character than the 
attacks which recently had taken place by 
large crowds on isolated men. Jt was not 
consistent with the trish character. 

CONSTABLE IN BANDAGES. 

William Fitzsmons and Joseph  Fitz- 
simons were remanded in custody until Fri- 
day next on a charge of assaulting James 
Glynn and Civic Guard Carey (98 C€), both 
of whom appeared in conrt with their heads 
bandaged, near the railway arch at Seville

Civic Guard Carey stated that he was 
escorting Glynn, who was driving a horse 
and cart, and at the railway bridge he got 
a violent blow on the back of the head. 

He had no hesitation in 
identifying the defendants as the two men 
who attacked Glynn. . 

A police sergeant gave evidence that, when 
charged, Joseph Fitzsimons said that he had 
nothing to say. William Fitzsimons said that 
he was standing under the arch when he 
saw the Guard draw his baton. He ran 
away and was arrested, 

Mr. Cussen observed that Glynn waa too 
weak to give evidence that day. 

Mr. Lynn appeared for the defendants. 

A man named James Glynn (50), of Cabra, 
was assaulted in Seville place, Dublin, yester- 
day as he was driving a cart laden with coal. 
He was injured about the head, and had to be 
treated at Jervis street Hospital. 

Glynn was stopped by four or five men, 
and had it not been for police intervention he 
might have been poe | injured, Two men 
were arrested subsequently in, connection with 
the affair and gig “é to Store street police 
station, pending a charge being made against 
them.

SHANNON POWER SCHEME 
DISCUSSED.

PROBLEM. OF DOMESTIC 
LIGHTING.

There was a reference to the Shannon 
electricity scheme by the President of the 
Irish Association of Gas Managers at the 
annual conference, which was opened yester- 
day in the Ulster. Hall, Belfast. The dele- 


| gates, of whom many were present, vere 


welcomed by Sir William Coates, D.L., the 
deputy Lord Mayor. : 
THE SMOKE PROBLEM. 

The President, Mr. J. D. Smith, engineer 
and manager of the Belfast gas undertaking, 
in the course of his address said that the gas 
industry must claim the whole field of hext- 
ing and cooking in the house and should not 
rest until it solved the smoke problem, not 
by punitive legislation, with its attendant 
official intrusion, which is so foreign to our 
national temperament and character, but by 
providing fuel in a form se cheap and con- 
venient that it will pay to use no other. 
(Applause.) The first duty of the engineer 
responsible for the management of a as 
undertaking was to produce gas at the lowest 
possible price ia view of the circumstances in 
which -he was placed; or, in terms of the 
Gas Regulation Act. to produce the cheapest 
possible therm in view of the price which 
must be paid for coal and the return which 
could be obtained for residuals: The problem 
was no easy one. It was affected by capital 
charges, labour charges Maintenance charges. 

It is perhaps, continhed Mr. Smith, quite 
natural that Ireland should be intrigued by 
one or other of the grandiose schemes of 
electrical development which are engaging the 
interest of the world at the present time. 
Notwithstanding the crushing blow delivered 


| to the electric super-power station proposals 


by the scathing criticisms of Sir Dugald 
Clerk and ‘his collaborators in 1920, we are 
still assured that only by supplying light, 
heat, and power in the electrical form at the 
cheapest possible rates can coal be conserved 
and the country saved from ruin. The iniqui- 
tous suggestion that the electrical industry 
should be subsidised by the State has aroused 
opposition from our own industry, which 
requires the full support of those interested. 
HANNOM BARRAGE. 

Turning to the Shannon barrage scheme 
and the transmission of current all over the 
eountry the President continued :—It will be 
said that Ireland is in a similar position to, 
say, Norway, where the supplies of coal are 
entirely imported, and where electricity can 
he generated by water pewer. What, then, 
do we find is the position of affairs in 
‘Norway? We find, in the first place, that 
the capital cost of the necessary machinery 
and plant for generation and distribution is 
sc high that local authorities are almost 
unanimous in advising against any extension 
of electricity schemes because, they say, this 
development has been overdone to the great 
disadvantage of the community. Not only 
has municipal debt increased out of all pro- 
portion to the services rendered, but the 
national debt has been heavily burdened by 
these schemes. 

There are practical difficulties, too, in the 
way of the distribution of electricity over 
large areas. In a town where the current is 
generated by steam and distributed in under- 
ground cables very little disturbance of the 
supply is experienced, and when current is 
distributed over the country by. overhead 
wires, these are greatly liable to be damaged 
by thunderstorms and snow. In one centre, 
which consumes more than 10 million units 
per year, interruptions to the supply have 
been very frequent--sometimes as much. as 
10 to 15° times per month, the. period of 
interruption lasting from five minutes to 
several: hours. In this town it has been 
found absolutely necessary to provide power- 
fal gas lamps at the principal street corners, 
It has been estimated that if, in Norway, all 
lighting and heating was to be effected by 
electricity,’ the interest on the capital which 
would haye to be provided would be twice 
as large as the amount required to purchase 
coal for the same purpose. 

DOMESTIC LIGHTING. 

Concluding his address, the President said: 
Continued. increase in the consumption of gas 
is gratifying and encouraging, but. it. is pro- 
bable that most of this.imcrease is merely the 
natural expansion of the consumption of gas 
for heating ahd cooking due to the logic of 
money saved by. its adoption. . Already, how- 
ever, it cannot be denied that electric light- 
ing, if dearer, is much more convenient than 
gas lighting. . We shall lose the domestic 
lighting lead unless we remove the stigma of 
inconvenience from the gas burner, and unless 
we look after the fittings, and see that these 
are kept at a high pitch of efficiency in all 
the premises which we supply. 

The attention: of manufacturers should be 
drawn to the necessity of devising gas-lighting 
apparatus which can be ignited by means of a 
push-button or switch as conveniently as elec- 
tric light, and which can be used in rooms 
without disfiguring walls or ceilings.

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CLARE FARMER 
FOUND SHOT. 


A MISSING GUN, 


The disappearance of a gun complicated 
the task of a Coroner's jury at Ennis yester- 
day, when they investigated the death of 
Michael M‘Namara, aged 23, a farmer, resid- 
img with his mother at Carrowreigh, Granny, 
Co. Clare. 

At about 7 p.m. on Sunday members of the 
M‘Namara family heard a shot, followed by 
screams. Going outside Mrs. M‘Namara saw 
her son lying near a cock of hay in a haggard. 
He was wounded in the stomach. She asked 
him what had happened, and he said: “‘God 
help me, mamma.” 

Evidence was given by Thomas Purtell that 
earlier in the evening he had seen the de- 
ceased man pull a loaded double-barrelled shot 
gun from under a cock of hay, and subse- 
quently go shooting alone. 

Father Austin, C.C,, stated that M‘Namara 
said to him: “ Did the gun burst, father, or 
did it go off accidentally?’ 

The injured man was removed to the 
County Hospital, where an emergency le 
tion was performed, and a charge of No. 6 
shot removed from the stomach. He died on 
Monday morning, death being due to shock 
and hemorrhage caysed by the wound. 

MacClancy, Ennis, who performed a 
post-mortem examination, stated that in his 
Opinion the wound had been accidentally 
caused. 

Dr. P. Moylan, who assisted, stated that 
he would not say whether it had. been acci- 
dental or not. 

M‘Namara was popular in the district, and 
members of his family stated that they never 
knew that he had a gun. They neither saw 
nor found a gun near his body, neither did 
the Civic Guard who searched the place on 
Monday morning. 

The jury found an open verdict in accord- 
ance with the medical evidence. 


THE AGRICULTURAL 
OUTLOOK. 


CONDITION OF CROPS, 
Oo —— 


In reporting on agricultural conditions as 
on September 1, the Department of Lands 
and Agriculture states that grass came rapidly 
in response to the heat and moisture of 
August, and, as the month advanced, grazing 
fields provided plenty of feed, with thick, 
nutritious herbage. As a result, fattening 
cattle put on condition rapidly, stores made 
a quicker and better thrive than in previous 
months, and both calves and“@airy cows kept 
a healthy look throughout. Fat cattle were 
accounted a month late in reaching the 
usual degree of marketing finish. In County 
Meath this was attributed to the severity 
of the spring months and the scarcity of early 
grass. Fen several counties it is reported 
that pastures had the appearance of being 
under-stocked. In County Roscommon the 
numbers of cattle being carried appeared to 
be considerably reduced as compared with 
former years, an observation confirmed by the 
amount of ungrazed herbage to be seen on 
pasture, and the wider extent of land which 
was meadowed this summer. 

The total supply of the season's hay saved 
is estimated to be from 20 per cent. to D 
per cent. below last year’s crop. Quality 
all round, however, is excellent and very 
superior for foddering purposes. The great 
bulk of the crop has been carted, and either 
stored in sheds or built in ricks in the 
haggards, Only small quantities have as yet 
been sold at prices varying from £2 10s, to 
£3 per ton. 

Harvesting of wheat began somewhat later 
than usual, as the crop ripened slowly. 
Cutting was not general in most counties 
till the last week of the month. Cutting of 
oats began in the earlier districts of the 
Midland counties at the middle of the month. 
Fields generally were thin and the straw 
short. The grain, however, is stated to be 
plump and well-filled, and likely to yield 
well to bulk of straw. 

BARLEY, FLAX AND POTATOES. 

The barley crop is regarded generally as 
being better than oats. Cutting of the crop 
is being proceeded with, and in some 
counties the work is well forward. Reports 
indicate that the yield is expected to be 
somewhat over last year's return. The grain, 
however, may be of, better quality. 

Working of the flax crop has been pvracti- 
cally finished, and the bulk of it has been 
retted, lifted and dried under favourable 
weather conditions. From the appearance 
of the dried straw during handling, yields 
should turn out to be a fair average, but 
nothing definite can be stated regarding 
either the yield or the quality of the fibre 
until the results which the first scutched lots 
give are known. 

Fields of main crop potatoes continue to 
look healthy and are growing out well. So 
far the crop shows no trace of blight affec- 
tion and is of excellent promise. A plentiful 
supply of good quality tubers is counted 
upon. 

Both root crops were much helped by the 
occasional rains, and made good growth. 
Mangels, after recovery from fly attack, 
bulbed well, and may in some cases approach 
near to average. In many counties yields, 
however, are certain to be considerably below 
normal. Turnips as a rule are very patchy 
and backward, though some excellent fields 
are to be seen. 

CATTLE AND SHEEP. 

Trade for all classes of stock was slow: 
fairs were generally on the small side and 
prices somewhat lower. Prices for fat cattle 
were estimated to be down fully £1 10s. per 
head from July, and current fates for these 
did not extend beyond a range of 45s. to 
50s. per cwt. live weight. Stores also went 
back in price and sold at around 45s. per 
ewt. for young beasts, and from 43s. to 44s. 
for strong sorts. Milch cows and springers 
met with firm buying, the former fetching 
from £20 to £3 and in some instances up 
to £32 each. 

Supplies of milk to creameries were well 
Maintained, but began to show the usual 
falling off towards the end of the month. 
On the whole, however, dairy cows are stated 
to have milked well for the time of the year. 
Average prices paid by créameries to gin 
róin RR i milk being returned) varied from 
6d. to 8d. per gallon in Leinster; from 6d. 
to 7id. in Munster; from 6d. to 7d. in 
Ulster, and from 7d. to 74d. in Connacht. 

Trade in sheep remained quiet, the chief 
business done being in breeding ewes and fat 
lambs. 

WOOL SALES. 

A fair quantity of wool was sold during the 
month, but in some counties flock owners who: 
have suitable storage are holding over their 
clip in expectation of an advance in price.

COMMITTEE URGES ROAD 
CONSTRUCTION.

THE 


The General Purposes Committee of the 
Northern Government's Unemployment 
Commission makes some important re- 
commendations in its report to the Com- 
mission in regard to relief of unemploy- 
ment in Belfast. 

The Committee has come to the con- 
clusion that ihe real remedy for the exist- 
ing state of things lies in an improvement 
of trade; but whether this can be secured 
by methods other than normal industrial 
and economic developments it is unable 
to say.. The Committee, therefore, has 
addressed itself mainly to the possibility 
of promoting further schemes of public 
utility, and among these it suggests the 
construction cf two cireular roads round 
the City of Belfast. 

In order to lesson the evil effects of 
idleness upoh young pérsons between the 
ages of 15 and 18 years who draw the 
dole, the Committee recommends that 
attendance at “continued education” 
classes should be made a condition of 
receiving unemployment benefit. 


. _ UTILITY SCHEMES, 

Discussing the general problem, the Com- 
mittee’s report says :— 

We have confined our attention to an ex- 
amination of the possibility of the further 
promotion of schemes of public: utility which, 
in our opinion, afé a very useful contribution 
towards the provision of employment in a 
time of industrial depression. 

We recommend that the Government should 
continue to offer to local authorities the 
greatest possible inducement. {6 embark on 
schemes of public utility which will provide 
the maximum amount of employment for a 
given expenditure, and, in particular, we feel 
that a programme of road improvement and 
construction (including the. cutting of hills, 
the filling of hollows, the widening of exist- 
ing roads and corners and the construction of 
new circilar roads and by-pass roads) affords 
a wide field for the employment of available 
unskilled labour on works of permanent and 
material benefit to Northern Ireland. We 
observe, from figures which have been sup- 

lied to us, that the income from the Road 
Fund has boen,constanily increasing during 
the past three years. It is true that there 
has been a considerable incréase in expendi- 
ture on road work, with a corresponding de- 
mand on the resources of the fund; but we 
think that, having regard to the continuing 
growth of motor traffic, the increase in the 
income of the fund will continue for the 
future. We strongly urge, therefore, that 
any surpluses in the fund should be devoted 
to providing special financial inducements to 
encourage road’ authorities to promote works 
of road improvement and construction in those 
areas Where unemployment is most. acute, and 
where there is greatest traffic congestion. We 
have, accordingly, given particular considera- 
tion to the question of the necessity for the 
construction of new “ by-pass’’ roads in, and 
in the vicinity of, Belfast. 

A RADIAL CITY. 

The City of Belfast may be described as 
being a radial city; that is to say, it has 
developed along certain radia) lines from the 
city. centre, and there is no lateral system of 
communications. The result of this is, that 
practically all traffic converges on the céntre 
of the city, and that no facilities have been 
provided for enabling through, or tangential, 
traffic. For example, all traffic from the 
south and destined for the east, i.e., for the 
Bangor or Newtownards area, is forced to 
come into the city centre and cross the river 
by either the Albert or Queen's Bridge. 
Similarly, all traffic from the north, and pro- 
ceeding southwards, has to come right through 
the city centre, The result of this is a con- 
gestion of traffic in the area known as the 
‘city centre,"’ which is becoming greater 
every day, and which is productive of delays 
and danger. 

Two schemes for the construction of circu- 
lar roads round the City of Belfast have 
been under consideration—one for a circular 
road from the Cavehill road to the Lisburn 
road, round the western part of the city, 
and the other for a citcular road from 
Strandtown to Stranmillis, round the eastern 
part of the city. We believe that the under- 
taking of these two schemes would | gy do a 
cossillerpbis amount of mtich-needed employ- 
mént, and, if completed, would relieve the 
central thoroughfares of the city of-a con- 
siderable amount of traffic, which, for want 
of alternative routés, they are now obliged 
to bear, with a consequent heavy increase in 
their cost of maintenance. 

We understand that the Government has 
offered a grant from the Road Fund to the 
extent of 60 per cent. of the total cost of 
the two circular roads, and we feel that all 

ssible steps should be taken to induce the 

elfast Corporation and the Antrim County 
Council to undertake these essential works.

WHY BLACKSOD IS SUPERIOR, 


The following ig the text of Sir Edward 
Bellingham’s letter, in which we have inserted 
cross-ilnes :— 

“ Castle Bellingham, Ireland, 

E “14th September, 1925. 
The Secretary, Dublin Port and Docks 
i Board, Dublin. 

Dear Sre,—|n the absence of the Chair- 
man of the company which is being formed 
for the development of Blacksod Bay as a 
trans-Atlantic pert, I, as one of the directors 
of the company, deem it my duty, in the jn- 
terests of the Free State and Treland as a 
whole, to write to you on the question raised 
by Mr. G. Byrne, at the meeting of your 
Board last week as reported in the Press, and 
of the notices of motion handed in by Mr. 
Byrne for the next meeting of your Board, in 
reference to the claims of Galway Bay. 

“It is unfortunate that such a question 
should again be raised, because no one ever 
hears of the merits of Galway Bay, or any 
other bay in Ireland, until the development of 
Blacksod is mentioned, and then Galway is 
put forward in the form of a red herring 
across the track. The directors of the Black- 
sod Company, who are well-known Irishmen 
of. the highest repute, had no object in sup- 
porting Blacksod in prefererice to Galway, if 
the latter could be made an economic pro- 
position; but, unfortunately, there is not 4 
scrap of reliable evidence available to show 
that the Galway scheme was supported, at 
any time, by any financial source of repute ; 
while Blacksod has always been supported by 
Governments, the most eminént seafaring ex- 
parts, including Admirals of high rank, and 

y most of the leading financial houses in 
America, Canada and London. 

“The promoters of the Galway project 
never succeeded in getting a bill through 
Parliament for their scheme, due to their in- 
ability to prove that it was a financial or 
economic proposition, even with the half. 
hearted support of the late Midland Great 
Western Railway Company, while the Stand- 
ing Orders of both Houses of Parliament were 
suspended in 1907 to pass the Blacksod scheme 
through, notwithstanding the opposition of the 
Midland Great Western Company and their 
Galway friends, which was ultimately with- 
drawn, because they could not support their 
seqeinente in favour of the Galway scheme by 

acts. 
SAFEST NATURAL HARBOUR. 

“ Blacksod Bay is known everywhere in 
the universe as the finest and safest natura! 
harbour in the world, into which the largest 
liners afloat can enter day and night at any 


| stage of the tide, and lie safely at anchor 


in the most inclement weather, while 
mariners state that Galway Bay is too 
exposed to the prevailing south and south- 
westerly gales, which frequently have a 
force of from 60 to 70 miles per hour, that 
this, with a 124 knot tide, Seale prevent any 
ship making the harbour in rough weather, 
and that there is no safe anchorage in the 
bay for larger vessels than 7,000 tne. 

“ H these adverse reports on Galway Bay 
have been sustained by such eminent men as 
the late Admiral Lord Fisher, Admiral Sir 
Cyprian Bridge, and Admirai Sir George 
Campbell—and these eminent men have stated 
in evidence and in writing that Blacksod Bay 
is the safest harbour in Europe—it seems a 
waste of time and energy discussing why 
Blacksod has been selected in preference to 
Galway. This selection was made as far 
back as 1829 by the Duke of Wellington, 
before ever railways were thought of in Ire- 
land. A ‘further proaf of the merits of the 
Blacksod scheme is the persistent manner in 
which it has been opposed by Liverpool and 
Southampton, whose agents are. traceable 
even in the districts that it will serve the 
most, and whose activities have been respon- 
sible for preventing its having been cerried 
out long since I have no donbt but that the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board wil! do its 
part in-supporting the impiediate. conatruc- 
tion of this project, because of its ace 
economic advantages to the taxpayers of the 
Free State, the Port of Dublin, and the 
whole countty in general, especially as the 
present scheme will connect the new harbour 
with the Port of Dublin by no fewer than 
three routes. 

“ The economic difference between the two 
schemes is as follows, and I respectfully 
submit that this should be considered before 
sentiment, in the interests of the country >— 

“ (1) The cost of constructitig thé harbour 
at Galway, according to the published 
treports, is about 34 millions sterling, which, 
for reasons already stated, would be a dead 
loss, because the harbour would not be used 
by trans-Atlantic liners. 

“ (9) It would only give a fraction of the 
employment given on the Blacksod scheme, 
and there are no industries to develop that 
could not be developed by the existing rail- 
way to Galway. 

“ (3) The cost of constructing the harbeur 
and railways in connection with the Blacksod 
scheme is three millions sterling, .e., 
£1,000,000 on the harbour and £2,000,000 on 
the new railways. 

“ (4) The new railways will pass through 
districts rich in copper, lead, sinc, silica, 
marble and granite deposits, bog ore, 
barytes, peat, and coal and iten. It 
will also develo the farming and 
fishing industries, all of whjch will give per- 
manent employment to the people, and stop 
emigration. From 15,000 to 20,000 men car 


associated works, which will give immediate 
telief to the taxpayers in respect of the dole 
burden to the extent of about £600,000 pér an- 
num. It will develop the tourist traffic, art 
traffic. over the railwáys—áo urgently neede 
at present—and thereby help the existing

: FINANCE AND INDUSTRY. 

“A new modern town will be built at 
Blacksod, with hotels, music halls, etc.; in 
fact the plans have been already prepared by 
a real estate group, It will develop the sea- 
side resorts along the line of route from 
Blacksod to Bundoran. The whole line will 
pass through the most charming cliff, sea, and 
mountain scenery in Europe. _ All this develop- 
mént will increase our export trade, whith is 
in a very bad way, bring enormous revenue to 
our Government, and thus reduce texation. 
In fact the Government will receive revenue 
from the moment the construction of the 
scheme starts. 

“Your Board will now observe that Bieck- 
sod harbour will only cost one-third of the 
Galway Harbour, and that the other two- 
thirds which, in the case of Gaiwer would 

into the tide, will, in the case of Blacksod, 
Be utilised. in bringing about all the economic 
benefits referred to above. In fact, the Black- 
sod scheme as now proposed, with the develop- 
ments. that will take place as & result of it, 
is the only proposition that will give the tax- 
payer immediate relief, stop emigration, and 
créate prosperity. These are the reasons why 
our chairman, dí colleagues on the board and 
myself, decided © support it, and bring it to 
a successful conclusion without further délay. 

“ The financing of the scheme will be some- 
what different to that of an tedinary railway, 
because of its international importance and 
the interest other countries are taking in it.

The Senate Election. 


The election for the Free State Senate 
will be held to-morrow throughout the 
twenty-six .couzities. Its results will he 
important as a test of the system of pro- 
portional representation—now to be em- 
ployed: on the great scale—and as a test 
also of the country’s political intelligence. 
Everybody had hoped that self-government 
would raise the standards of national] and 
civic responsibility; and while, in this 
respect, the results of two genera! elections 
have been disappointing, it must be remem- 
bered that those elections involved conflicts 
of policy which rekindled old passions and 
prejudices. Apart from the médical issue 
and the issue of temperance reform, to- 
morrow’s election will be—or ought to be— 
decided on questions oí character rather 
than of politics. The Free State's Con- 
stitution demands high and clearly defined 
qualifications in members of the Upper 
House. It will be the electors’ duty to 
choose from .a list of seventy-six candi- 
dates the ninéteen who possess’ those 
qualifications in the fullest and least 
uncértain measure, If the nation’s sense 
of responsibility has been strengthened 
by» self-government, the. fact will be 
proved, in the first place, by the 
magnitude of to-morrow’s pol], and, in 
the next place, by- results in close accord 
with the requirements of the Constitution. 
A few. weeks ago the task.of choice seemed 
to be truly formidable because the names, 
of most of the seventy-six conveyed little 
or nothing to the majority of the electors, 
Now, ‘however, “publicity ” has done its 
useful work, and the country has a fairly 
good knowledge’ of the positions and claiins 
of all the candidates. We assume that no 
intelligent citizen’ will defer his ordered 
selection of nineteen names—more or less— 
until the ballot paper confronts: him in 
the polling booth. If his list has not 
been prepared already, let him not fail to 
prepare it to-day. ' 

Many of the candidates base thais claims 
on records of ‘national service.” The 
electors will be their own judges of the 
value of. such service, and they will judge 
it, we hope, in the light which it throws 
on the candidates’ fitness to. uphold and 
augment the credit of the Upper House, 
The Senate is net.only a legislative, but a 
corrective, chamber. -It has been, and, no 
doubt, will be again, a most important 
check upon the evils.of haste, inadequate 
information and political partisanship in 
the Dail. Every Senator, therefore, ought 
to be a man or woman of sober mind and 
independent ‘character—nullius addictus 
‘jurare in verba magistri.: Every one of 
the nation’ s larger interests ought to be 
represented in the Senate; and so—given 
the indispensable qualifications of brains

Nortthera Unemployment. 


It is to the credit of the workers, as 
well as the employers, of Northern Ire- 
land that, under the stress of hard times, 
they neither permitted themselves 
wither in despair nor engaged in a fruit- 
less tussle of “pull devil, pull baker.’’ 
They wisely decided that they were more 
Fikely to gain by putting their heads 
together than by squaring up to one 
another, «nd the Unemployment Confer- 
ence which has been in session for some 
months is an experiment that deserves more 
attention than it has received hitherto 
from the outside world. The genesis 
of the scheme is interesting as showing 
the practical] solidarity of the North on 
questions that touch the economic welfare 
of its people. Originally the idea was put 
forward by Mr Joseph Devlin. The 
Belfast Corporation discussed its possi- 
bilities, secured the co-operation of the 
Chamber of Commerce and trade union 
representatives, and the movement. was 
launched with the support and approval 
of the -Northern. Government. The 
recommendations, which publish 
of the General Purposes 
Committee of the Unemployment Com- 
mission do not profess to go to the root 
of the question.

From Cave to City. 


In many countries of Europe and in 
certain cities of the United States there 
is a pressing demand to-day for more and 
better housing. One is inclined to believe 
that this demand is peculiar to our 
age; but the flints embedded in ancient 
caves, if they could speak, might 
tell of many a sanguinary attempt 
to solve a housing problem. Several 
modern writers have reconstructed such a 
prehistoric scene. The ‘accommodation 
afforded by the caves must have proved 
in course of time inadequate, and man 
betook himself to marshes and lakes. 
where he built platforms on piles and 
made possible the original village. So 
much romance has heen gathering around 
the cave-man that we generally overlook 
the lake-dweller, who played a far more 
important part’ in the making of 
civilisation. For centuries or thousands of 
years a great part of mankind lived on 
water; it was thus that human life foun? 
stability and security. Our Irish crannogs 


are well known, but other lake dwellings 


are being discovered almost every year. 
In 1853 the Lake of: Zurich sank below 
its ordinary level and disclosed the re- 
mains of an extensive prehistoric s>ttle- 
mént. Since then similar discoveries have 
‘been made in other Swiss lakes. Thirty 
such villages were discovered in the Lake 
of Neuchatel. The plains of the Po are 
famous for their palafitte, It is true 
that, at the time when this lacustrian 
civilisation flourished, many of the most 
formidabls of the prehistoric beasts had 
a from these parts oí Europe:

Presetved Food. 

The preservation’ of foodstuffs over long 
periods, without tuc. intreduction cl 
chemical ingredients injurious to the con- 
sumer’s health, offers a problem which 
science hithetto has failed to solve. Yet 
something might be done by means of legis- 
lation to lessen the risk to public health 
in this respect. Mr. P. O’Connor, in an 
address to the Dublin Rotary Club, has 
pointed out the danger which is involved 
in the chemical preservation of foodstuffs. 
It came as news to many that these 
chemicals are used not only in canned 
goods, but also in such articles of every- 
day use as milk, cream, cheese, eggs, meat 
and imported butter. There can be no 
yreat objection to the use of simple, and 
virtually harmless, chemicals like boric 
acid, but many of the preservatives with 
which our food is ‘‘ doped "' are the cause 
of serious harm. Among these are benzoic 
acid, formaldehyde, salicylic acid and their 
compounds. Again, the methods adopted 
by manufacturers are not always success- 
ful in destroying the bacteria present in 
the foodstuffs “ preserved '' by chemicals— 
a fact which has been brought home to us 
during recent years by frequent cases of 
ptomaine poisoning. It has been proved 
that many of these dangerous organisms 
can exist in canned foods, and even in the 
absence of air can multiply their numbers. 
That the danger to public health is con- 
siderable nobody denies; but what is the 
solution of the problem? Perhaps, it may 
be found tn the substitution of fresh, home- 
produced foodstuffs for the canned and 
preserved goods which are imported from 
England and abroad in great quantities. 
Such substitution, however, would raise 
larger questions—reduction in the prices 
of home-produced foods, increased tillage 
and fisheries developmeft. So long as we 
continue to consume preserved foods we 
must look for protection to the vigilance 
of the State.

EUROPEAN STUDENT 
RELIEF. 


CONFERENCE AT GENEVA. 
(From a CORRESPONDENT.) 


The choice of Geneya as the place where the 
fourth annual conference of the European 
Student Relief was; held this year was a 
singularly happy one, not only for the sake of 
the beautiful sutroundings—and there are few 
places can boast of such beauty as fair 
Geneva—but because Geneva itself is the 
sower-house of the E.S.R. As moat students 

now, the European Student: Relief is not an 
organisation, but a movement originated as 
the result of a visit paid to Vienna in 1920 by 
two Rritish ladies, who fet that something 
must be done to save the students in distress 
there. 

Vienna, in 1913 the queen city, the intel. 
lectual, artistic and commercial centre of 
Middle Europe, was, in 1920, revéaled as the 
unwieldy capital of a small and anomalous 
State in a procets of pitiless disintegration. 
The World's Student Christian Federation 
broadcasted an 8.0.8, for this country and 
began the salvage of the wreck. 

STEADY PROGRESS. 

The tale of Austrian need ‘and half the 
student world’s response is’ but a curtain- 
raiser introducing the drama of student relief. 
The raising of the curtain revealed student 
need quite as urgent throughout the Baltic 
States, Germany, Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Hungary, Russia, the Balkans,’ Asia Minor 
and Turkey. For five years the European 
Student. Relief has struggled valiantly, fight 
ing at times against desperate odds. Every 
year found it making steady headway in the 
rebuilding of Europe, despite many obstacles, 
financial and “otherwise. — Now, after five 
stormy years, the Committee can sit back and 
draw breath. e real emergency work is 
over, but there is still much to he done. New 
cultures are being built up; old: ones recon. 
structed, and there are still hundreds of 
refugee ‘students who in themselves form a 
difficult problem. 

IRELAND'S REPRESENTATIVES. 

The stone ry seg into the world’s oceay at 
Vienna in 1920 has sent ripples to its fart s 
shore. Over two hundred students met 
Geneva this year during the week > vole 
4th-12th, representing different nationalities, 
races and creeds the wide world over, and for 
the first time Ireland was officially represented, 
as students from both Trinity College, Dublin, 
and Queen's University, Belfast, attended. 
The topics of discussion before the conference 
were university ideals, fundamentals necessary 
for international co-operation, refugee students 
and self-heln problems. Representatives of 
student bodies, as well as leading statesmen 
and politicians, delivered helpful addresses, 
after which the students divided themselves 
into commissions fo enquire into the many 
questions brought up. 

AT THE LEAGUE'S HEADQUARTERS. 

The day was by no means oceupied by work 
alone. Mountain-climbing, bathing. cruises on 
Lac Léman, tennis tournaments and sports of 
every kind were participated in with rest. 
The delegates had also the great honour of 
spending afternoons at the League of Nations 
eek und the Pureauw International 
du Travail, and in beth cases explanatory 
lectures were given by members of the staff. 

On the evening of the 12th August the con- 
ference was brought to a élose by the singing 
of the Gaudeqmus Jgitur, the delegates 
forming one unbroken circle symbolising the 
unity of world co-operation with fellow- 
students. in distress, after which the different 
delegates wended their way homewards, each 
bearing happy memories ‘of a most helpful. 
educative and thoroughly enjoyable, time \spent 
at Geneva.

It is recognised by the Ministry of 
Labour that many people are getting the 
dele who h-ve no shadow of right to it, 
and others are getting it much too easily 
There are, of course, people entitled to 
the dole who refuse it, tut this body is 
gradually declining. The sturdy inde- 
pendence of the working classes has been 
undermined by doles and alms ever since 
the coming of Mr. Lloyd George. 


A British Election. 


{ have not heard much discussion in 
political circles on this side regarding the 
Free State Senate elections on Thursday, 
but politicians here are anxiously await- 
ing the result of the election at Stockport 
on that day. Jt is nearly a year since 
the present Parliament was elected, and, 
though there have been several contests, 
there has been little indication up to the 
present of a swing in the pendulum. In 
every case the seat has been held by the 
representative of the party previously in 
possession. In Liberal and Labour circles 
it is hoped that the chain will be broken 
on Thursday, but the Conservatives remain 
optimistic. 


Report on Prohibition. 


Supporters of prohibition here are not 
a littie fluttered at the report of the 
Federal Council of Churches in the United 
States on the results of five years’ work- 
ing. ‘the report is not lacking in frank- 
ness, and the fact is all the more remark- 
able when it is remembered that the 
Council was warmly in favour of the great 
experiment. Better homes, industria! 
eficiency, more savings and the closing 
of drink ‘saloons are the gains frum the 
practice of prohibition, but against these 
must be set wide and systematised corrup- 
tion, a great increase of juvenile crime, 
the growth of an embittered class spirit, 
an increase of the law-breaking habit, 
and oceans of bad drink, destroying te 
health of countless thousands. The most 
interesting feature about the report, how- 
ever, is that it treats prohibition as a 
policy that is still in the experimental 
stage. 


The White Road Line. 


An important decision 
with the general adoption of the white 
traffic line has been made by the Ministe 
of Transport, who states that the expen: 
in connection with the marking of the 
lines are to rank for grants from the Roa‘ 
Fund in the same way as the ordinar 
expenditure upon the maintenance of 
highways, The value of the white line 
as a factor in the prevention of motor 
accidents has been amply demonstrated ; 
but local councils have felt that expenses 
in connection with the marking should 
not fall upon their funds, inasmuch as it 
is for the general advantage of those 
passing through the areas under their 
administration. This difficulty has now 
been remov~1, and there is no doubt that 
the Road Fund, which is actually the 
sums paid by motorists as motor vehicle 
tax, is an appropriate source from which 
the expenses should be defrayed, 


The Leverhaulme Sale. 


There was a private view of the late

WHY HILLSBOROUGH TABLET 
WAS DEFACED. 


In reference to the tablet recently erected 
on the walls of Hillsborough Old Fort to 
mark the spbt where King William III. 
signed the Requim Donum, Mr. George Allen, 
of Hillsborough, writes to state that the sng- 
gestion that the defacement of the tablet was 
an act of vandalism is quite erronedus, and 
that it is equally incorrect to savy that there 
is any local indignation. ‘This tablet, he ex- 
plains. is an ordinary freestone tablet, which 
was discovered about five months ago in 
Lord Downshire’s stores, where it had been 
lying for a period -of at least forty years, 
and had, in fact. never been erected. Lord 
Downshire and Lord Arthur Hill, on being 
requested, gave permission to erect the tablet 
on the wall of the Old Fort, subject to 
certain changes being made.. 

It was arranged to obliterate the words 
“which they vere deprived of by Mr. 
Gladstone in 1869 ” as not being in accord- 
ance with historical fact, and as cement filling 
was unavailing it was decided to give the 
whole tablet a coating of paint, so that the 
words should be completely obliterated, and

DEPORTING 
CHRISTIANS. °° 
TURKISH OUTRAGES IN. 
DISPUTED TERRITORY. 


LEAGUE COUNCIL, 
—— 


A STATEMENT submitted by Great 
A Britain to the Council of the League 
of Nations at Geneva. yesterday cites 
various instances of Turkish aggression ‘nu 
the disputed territory of the Mozul region. 

Turkey's object appears to be to seize 
and deport the Christian populations of 
the town: and villages in the disputed 
area with a view to challenging the British 
claims. All the inhabitants of one 
Christian village have been seized and 
carried away. 

Christian refugees in a deplorable con- 
dition have arrived in the mandated terri- 
tory. They report that the Turks are 
deporting about 8,000 Goyan Christians to 
Bashkala, near the Turco-Persian frontier. 

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The following is the text of the British 
statement :— 

‘‘Information has been received from the 
High Commissioner in Baghdad to the effect 
‘that on September 8th 380 Turks surrounded 
the Christian village of Baijo, which lies 
just north of the Brussels line, within the 
strip of territory between it and the line 
claimed by the British Government, and re- 
moved the inhabitants to Kopoar. Another 
Turkish force, on.the same day, surrounded 
the Christian monastery near Zarawak, at 
the extreme north-west corner of the frontier, 
claimed by the British Government, and just 
south of it; 120 Christians managed to 
escape, and took refuge in Pirak, south of 
the Brussels line. 

“On September 10th 260 Christian 
refugees arrived at Zakho in a terrible state 
of destitution. They state that the Turks 
are. deporting all. the Goyan Christians, num- 
bering about 8.000, to Bashkala, which lies 
about fifteen miles to the west of the Turco- 
Persian frontier, and about thirty miles 
north of Julamerk. 


SYSTEMATIC REMOVAL, 

“ The attention of the Council has been 
drawn by the British Delegation to the atti- 
tude of the Turkish Government in ap- 
parently renewing the policy of systematic 
removal of all Christian population from the 
territory between the Brussels line and that 
claimed: by Great. Britain, which was 
initiated when the Hezil River was crossed 
by armed Turkish forces in September, 1924. 
Owing to these military movements on the 
part of the Turkish Government, the British 
Government found it necessary to call a 
special meeting of the Council at Brussels in 
order to define precisely the statue quo 
which both parties pledged themselves to 
observe. by Article 3 of the Treaty of 


‘Lausanne. 
PATROL INCIDENT. 

“The telegram from the High Commis- 
sioner at Baghdad reports that at 9 a.m. on 
September 12th an Iraq Army patrol from 
Hauris, which is shown as Kuzaf on the map, 
and lies ten miles north-west of Zakho, came 
in collision with a Turkish patrol! of three 
men on the eact bank of the Hezil river, 
which forms part of the Brussels line in this 
sector. Shots. were exchanged, and the 
Turkish patrol recrossed the Hezil. This inci- 
dent, though in itself unimportant, is a dis- 
tinct violation of the undertaking given by 
the Tarkish representative at Brussels, and, 
involving, as it does, the crossing of the 
Hezil river by a Turkish detachment, there 
can be no possible justification for it’’—

BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN 
DROWNED. 


Up to this evening no trace had been 
found of the bodv of the Rev. R. Kenneth 
Evans, aged 45, of The Avenues, High Barnet, 
who 1s believed to have been drowned whilst 
bathing on Sunday at Daffryn-on-Sea, 
Merioneth. Mr. Evans,. who was a powerful 
swimmer, and had bathed several times pre- 
viously from the safie spot, had been staying 
with his wife and two .nephews at a farm- 
house. He stated on Sunday that he would 
go for his last bathe before returning home, 
after a most enjoyable holiday. ' No one was 
present when he was bathing, and nothing 
was seen of him subsequently. 

Mr. Evans, as chaplain, accompanied the 
Chinese who came to France during the war, 
and it was due to his efforts that the memo- 
vial in the Chinese stvle was erected to the 
memory of those who died there. When on a 
troopship during the war he fell ill with 
‘* sleepy sickness,” and althongh he went back 
to China after the war and was appointed 
Secretary, for Religious: and Social Work at 
the Union Medical College. Peking, he never 
really recovered from his illness, and he had 
to return to England in 1923. His wife, the 
daughter of the late Dr. Fé a Rees, Pro- 
fessor oí Chinese at the University of London, 
was, for a time before her 
to the children of Yuan 
President of China.

RUSSIAN PRINCE’S LOST SUIT. 


NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Prince Youssoupoff has lost the suit which 
he brought against the American millionaire, 
Mr.’ Joseph Widener, for the return of two 
Kembrandts, valued at over half a million 
dollars, which, he says, he pledged with him 
for the loan of £100,000 when in distress and 
a réfugee from Russia during the war. 

The State Supreme Court has decided that 
the agreement under which the paintings 
passed into ‘the hands of Mr. Widener pro- 
vided only for their recovery with the Prince's 
own money, and for his own enjoyment, prior 
to January 1, 1924, and not for their re- 
dempiion with borrowed money for the pur- 
pose of their re-sale in an improved mafket, 
as Mr. Widener alleges was intended. 

It is expected that if the decision stands, 
the paintings. which are entitled. “ Portrait 
of a Gentleman in a High Hat,’’ and “ Por- 
trait of a Lady with an Ostrich Feather 
Fan,” will hang eventually in an American

SERIOUS FIRE IN 
DUBLIN. 


FURNITURE STORE AND 
VANS BURNED. 


An alarming outbreak. of fire occurred yes- 
terday afternoon in the yard occupied by 
Messrs. Pickfords, Ltd, the well-known firm 
of furniture removers, at Upper Sheriff street, 
Dublin. 

A large building used for storing furniture 
vans was burved, together with seven vans, 
which it was found impossible to move into 
safety. The fire extended to a small. portion 
of another building, part of which is used for 
stabling horses, and a horse which was there 
was nearly suffocated before it. was released. 

The alarm was raised by a little girl named 
Behan, whose mother occupies the caretaker’s 
lodge inside the yard. © She saw smoke com- 
ing from a corner of the storehouses at the 
back, and ran to tell her mother. Mrs. 
Behan attracted the attention of people in the 
vicinity, and a boy. was sent to a street fire 
alarm. The Tara street section of the Fire 
Brigade was called, and subsequently,/ at the 
instance of Lieutenant. Power, a. gill was 
geit to the Thomas street section. ~ 

Before the Brigade arrived two Corporation 
employés, who were working in the street out. 
side rushed into the star Aoi at the side, 
and managed to release a horse Which was 
stabled there. Constables Kelly and “Hayes 
tried to save the vans in the burning build- 
ing, but owing to the smoke and heat they 
could only drag out two or three of them. - 


TIMBER YARD THREATENED. 

The rear wall of the storchouse. divides it 
from the timber. yard owned by Messrs. J. 
Potter and Company. ‘Immediately behind 
the wall is the factory where wheels are 
manufactured. This building was endangered 
by the flames which penetrated a hole in the 
wall, and it was found néceesary to remove 


on shelves built against the wall. 

More active steps were taken “by other 
employés:in the timber yard to ensure that 
the fire should not spread. _ Three of the 
men connected some lines of hose to the 
-hydrant in the -yard and climbed to the roof 
of the wheel factory, where for a time they 
were able to direct water on the adjacent 


Toor, 

When the Fire Brigade arrived they laid 
down two lines of hose, but it was evident 
that there was no hope of ‘saving the 
building 

When an /rish Times reporter arrived. he 
found the roof demolished and the vans re- 
duced to skeletons. Piles of papers, sacks. 
and packing material were well alight, and 
even a manure heap close to the building was 
smouldering. | Fears were felt for the ware- 
house owned by Messrs. Baggot, Hutton and 
Company, Limited. which is only separated 
from the yard by a narrow laneway. Thous- 
ands of gallons of whiskey are kept there in 
bond. The first step taken by the firemen 
was to spray the roof with water, and in a 
ghort time the danger had passed, and verv 
soon afterwards the fire in the storehouse had 
burned itself. out. 

' THE DAMAGE. 

Mr. Hill, manager for Messrs. Pickfords, 
told our representative thet he had no idea 
as to how the fire originated. He estimated 
the damage at something like £800, and 
added that it was not covered by insurance. 
The yard was purchased by his ‘firm about 
thirty years ago. 

The outbreak occurred at about 4 o'clock. 
and the Brigade did not cease their labours 
until two hours Jater. 

In 1914 a very serions fire occurred in 


Messrs. Potter's yard, causing damage to the 
extent of 88,000.

ARRANGEMENT WITH POST 


OFFICE. 


In. elaborating certain Na in the deci. 
sion taken by the London, Midland and 
Scottish Co., Mr. F. MacDowell, the Irish 
manager of the company, told an Jrish Times 
representative yésterday that all that it really 
meant was that in regard to the running of 
mail boats between England and Ireland they 
would keep to “ English time.” » The morn- 
ing mail boat from. Kingstown will leave at 
7.50 a.m. ‘(Free State time), instead of at 
The night mail boat from Holy- 
head will aprive in Kingstown at 4.25 a.m. 
(Tish time), instead of the scheduled time, 
5.25 a.m. 

The collection oí cross-Channel mails in 
the various centres in the Free State will 
be made earlier, in order to catch the mail 
trains. for the night beat. These trains 
will run all over the Free State one 
hour earlier than usual. This is being done 
by. order of the Post Office authorities and 
according to an agreement arrived at between 
them and the London, Midland and Scottish 
Company. . People, therefore, will have to 
hear in mind when mailing letters to Eng- 
land that they will. have to post earlier to 
avoid delay, 

“ We do not want the Irish people,” said 
Mr. MacDowell, “ to think that it is the de- 
sire of the London, Midland and BSeottish 
Rajlway Company to inconvenience them in 
any way, but we had no alternative course 
open to us, considering the tremendous and 
intricate train services on the other side cf 
the Channel, which we could not possibly 
alter. This temporary arrangement, how- 
ever, willhe only’ for a fortnight as from 
next Monday morning.” 


OTHER STEAMER SERVICES. 


The cargo and passenger services run hy 
this company between Greenore and. Holy- 
head will work on a similar schedule. 

Other steamship services between the Free 
State and England and Scotland will like- 
wise ' leave and arrive in this country one 
hour earlier than-schedule.

THE NORTHERN TRAINS. 


The railway services. between the North 
and the Free State will be run according to 
“ English time,” which will appertain in the 
North for the next fortnight. 

This is officially published in an advertise- 
ment in our columns to-day by the Great 
Northern Railway Company, which further 
states that all the clocks in their stations will 
show “ English’ Time,” and not Free State 
Time, after the 20th inst. 

The trains from their stations in the Free 
State will run to scheduled and “clock” 
time—one’ hour later than the officiat:time. 
There will be only a few éxceptions to this 
rule in the case of local services by this com- 
pany within the Free State. 


THE SOUTHERN MAILS. 

An important fact in, regard to the running 
of the Southern and Western Irish mail trains 
to suit the mail boat arrangement was em- 
phasised by Mr. M. F. Keogh, General 
Manager of the Great Southern Railways 
Company, when speaking to an /rish Times 
representative last night. He stated that 
although the mail trains from Cork, Galway, 
Wexford and Waterford and other places for 
the night mail boat would leave an hour 
earlier than the scheduled time for that fort- 
night, yet the mail trains for these places 
from: Dublin would keep to the new Free 
State Time; or, more familiarly, “old time.”’

GERMAN COAL 
MINES, 


THE SOCLALISATION OF 
THE INDUSTRY.

The Times, dealing in a leading article 
with the various schemes which have beeu 
brought forward for the nationalisation of 
coal mines-in Germany, observes -—The in- 
terest of the whole story is in the proof it 
affords that the Germans found the different 
rojects elaborated by all these investigators 
- the socialisation of the mines to be quite 
impracticable. Even the original committee, 
largely composed of Socialists and reporting 
in the heat of a revolution, laid it down that 
when a mine was nationalised the owner must 
be compensated. The committee prescribed, 
with what feelings may be surmised, “the 
resumption -of production and the revival of 
the export trade ' as the necessary conditions 
precedent to the socialisation of the German 
coal mines, and for the fulfilment of these 
conditions it declared “ private ownership ”’ 
and ‘‘the prevailing credit system’”’ to be in 
dispensable. This conclusion was not founded 
on obsolete bourgeois notions of respect of 
private property, but om an intelligent pe: 
ception of the unpleasant fact that statutory 
rapine is unlikely to pay. The committee was 
quite prepared to confiscate where confiscation 
promised to pay, as it showed by proposing 
the uncompensated abolition of mining 
royalties. 

n conclusion, Zhe Times points to the 
failure of, the toils which all ‘the carefully 
selécted bodies have devoted in the seven 


years since 1918 to the practical socialisation 


more highly organised. than anywhere else. 
and among a population, more docile than any 
other im Europe to bureaucratic discipline. 
How much more certain would be the failure, 
it asks, of similar labours in countries where 
organisation is less nerfect, and where all 
classes have an instinctive repugnance to out 
side: intermeddling in the conduct of their 
affairs?

THE INVITATION TO GERMANY. 


Telegrapiting from Berlin last night, T'he 
Times Correspondent states—The Allies’ in- 
vitation to Germany tv take part in a gather- 
ing for the purpose of agreeing upon a pact 
of security was delivered verbaliy to Herr 
Stresemann, the Foreign Minister, by M. de 
Margerie, the French’ Ambassador, at the 
Wilhelmstrasse this afternoon.

The Prince of Wales bade farewell! to Va!- 
paraiso last night. after being delayed owing 
to the heavy snows in the Andes.

‘lrans-Andean Railway, at 6.30 this morning. 
It. was raining heavily, but the line was re 
ported clear, 

When the train had climbed to a certain 
height, however, the rain changed to snow, 
which fell steadily. The station of Juncal, 
6,750 feet above sea level, was reached at 
about 10 o'clock, and soon afterwards it 
began to be evident that the train would not 
get through without considerable difficulty. 
At about 18 kilometres from the summit of 
the pass a gang was sent ahead to clear the 
line, while the train backed into one of the 
numerous shelters constructed on the moun- 
tain-side es a protection against the line's 
being blocked by the fal! of masses of snow. 

Shortly afterwards the train returned to 
Juncal with the idea of attaching a snow 
plough. On further consideration, however, 
it was decided to return to Los Andes in the 
hope that “it would be possible to make a 
fresh’ start to-morrow morning, as the jour 
ney is always undertaken in daylight. 

Snow fell steadily all the morning. The 
pilot train, which started before the Royal 
tram, got through, but snow drifts blocked 
the line between the two trains. The Prince's 
train reached [.os, Andes at 3 o'clock. A 
fresh start will be made to-morrow morning 
if the weather report is favourable.

EXPOSED BEACH. 

The Promontory of Morro Nuevo, where 
the Spanish forces are now encamped, has 
been fortified, but its matural features are 
not favourable. It is a rocky cape, with 
practically no water supply, and very much 
exposed to the predominating east wind, 
which for the last few days has been steadily 
blowing. . The- provisioning of the forces has 
become extremely difficult. 

There is reason to believe that Morro 
Nuevo was meant to serve merely as 4 stores 
and ammunition dépét for an expedition on 
a much larger scale. It has a very small 
exposed. beach, quite unsuitable as the only 
base of this important expedition. 

On thé night of September eleven a few 
hours of easterly wind raised such a big 
sea that four of the disembarkation hghters 
were seriously damaged. Since then the 
wind has been blowing. without interruption. 
Nor is this all, the Rifi- batteries: have 
strangely come to life again. after the .formid- 
able bombardment they suffered from the 
combined French and Spanish Fleets. 


SUPPLY PROBLEM. 

At night the Rifi guns fire mto the Spanish 
camp from the hills, which completely domi- 
nate the promontory. In the day time these 
runs are silent, so concealing their positions ; 
but other Rifi guns fire by day on the trans- 
ports and other vessels, and have ne essitated 
their withdrawal out of range, thus rendering 
communication ‘with the land very diffioult. 

In any case, the optimism which existed 
at the success of the landing has given place 
to anxiety, and the questions of supplying 
the large “number of men on land with water 
food and other fegulremdnts” las 
serious. 

TRIBESMEN WITHOUT FOOD. 

The-situation in the Tetua district has 
been much improved. The Jabala, who have 
suffered very. heavy spores lately, seem dis 
couraged. The: failure to capture. Ben 
Karri h, which now seems no iqnger to be 
threatened, has been a great disappointment 
to the tribes, who counted its fall, but it is 
too. early yet to say that they intend to 
submit. Their misery is extreme, and there 
is a great want of foodstuffs in the region, 
but they do not know which way to turn.

BUTTER.

ALLEGED HARMFUL 
ADVERTISEMENT. 

At a conference of the North Western 
Creamery Managers, held at Bundoran on 
Saturday last, Mr. James Timoney, Belleek, 
presiding, the. following resolution was 
adopted :'— 

‘ That we emphatically repudiate and con- 
demn, as entirely unfair and unjustified, the 
recent advertisement of Messrs. Carton Bros., 
Dublin, which is calculated to cause con- 
siderable damage to the reputaion of Irish 
creamery butter in our markets in Great Bri- 
tain; and call en them ‘to permit a small 
committee, consisting of, say, one representa- 
tive each from the Department of Agrical- 
ture, the Irish Agricultural Organisation 
Society, and the Irish Creamery Managers’ 
Association, to investigate the evidence on 
which their allegations are based. 

“ We further characterise, as an outrage 
on the industry, the circulation of copies of 
Messrs. Carton’s advertisement among the 
principal merchants in Great Britain." 

Among other matters, the conference had 
under discussion the shortage in the milk 
supply, partly due to cattle dying, and partly 
to the fact that ‘somé farmers had ceased 
dairying, as they did. not find it remunera- 
tive and the difficulties of keeping the crea- 
meries open during the winter months with- 
eut incurring heavy losses. The necessity 
of the Department giving greater attention 
to providing bulls of a milking strain was 
also discussed. 

Members present were of opinion that the 
milking qualities of dairy cattle had de- 
teriorated considerably during the past five 
years. A suggestion was made that it should 
be made compulsory on farmers to join cow 
testing associations, but no resolution was 
adopted. It was considered that this matter 
could best be dealt with by managers in their 
own districts, approaching, and using as much 
influence as possible, with the County Agri- 
cultural Committees. ' 

The conference also discussed various 
matters in connection with the Dairy Pro- 
duce Act, obtaining a cleaner milk supply, 
and other matters relating to manufacture 
and marketing.

NEED FOR TECHNICAL 
EDUCATION, 


INDUSTRIES THAT CAN 
BE SECURED.

That the present demand for power in 
Ireland must increase threefold if the 
Shannon scheme is to be successful is the 
opinion of Mr, G. Fletcher, Assistant 
Secretary, Department of Agriculture. 

In an address on “Commercial Educa- 
tion and Industrial Progress,” delivered 
at the opening meeting of the session of 
the Rathmines Municipa]l| Technical In- 
Stitute, last night, Mr. Fletcher discussed 
the problem of securing the necessary 
industrial development, and made several 
suggestiong 


INSTITUTE'S PROGRESS. 

Mr. William Ireland, “who presided at the 
meeting, expressed regreteat the absence of 
the Principal of the Institute, Mr. Clampett 
who was ill, but who, he was glad to sa 
was.getting better. | $ 

It was most encouraging to find that the 
Institute was still advancing by leaps and 
bounds. Last year they had in the School of 
Commerce 239 pupils, and this year, to date 
they had 280. Other figures were :—School of 
Domestic Economy, last year, 108, this year 
147; clas; entries in commerce, 832, " 1; 
domestic economy, 246, 330, (Applause. ) He 
hoped that the session now opening would | 
even surpass this “ record,’’ 

‘ge A CRITICAL PERIOD. 

Mr, Fletcher, in the course of his address 
said that he believed that this was a very 
eritical time in the history of technical educa- 
tion in Ireland generally. Technical education 
was necessary to the existence of every 
ctvilised country. but that was not vet fully 
understood ir this country. He thought that 
eee harm had been done by the effort to 
Specialise too soon, and by neglecti 
fandamental subjects that Gáis unsa H vs 
Íore the youth had decided. what his ‘life's 
work was to be. 

Technical education at the present juncture 
was peculiarly necessary in Ireland, where 
there was a great need for propaganda and 
for a great forward movement, They saw 
Rolng on great. achemes of an industrial 
character, drainage schemes, and industries 
like beet-sugar, and they were promised a 
huge scheme for supplying [reland with power 
dorived from the water of the river Shannon. 

SHANNON PROBLEM. 

In studying the Shannon problem, he per- 
ceived that it was much more an economic 
problem than an engineering problem, becaune 
while~ the -engineering difficulties could be 
overeome, the thing, to work out satisfactorily 
required, he thought, a big market—something 
like three times the present demand for power 
in ireland. How was the hetessary indus- 
trial development to be secured? He was met 
with the statement that Ireland was not an 
industrial country ; that it was an agricultural 
country. He wished that it was. 

MISSED INDUSTRIES. 

There was something quite wrong when 
they imported millions of pounds’ worth of 
boots and shoes from England which they 
could make at home, and employ so much 
labour. . Then, again. one gentleman to whom 
he had spoken, had said that in Ireland thev 
could not expect to compete with the woollen 
industry of Bradford, because they had got no 
coal. He had ascertained that the difference 
in the cost of coal in Bradford and in Dublin 
came to something like ls. per .wéek per 
worker, so that power was not a dominant 
factor at all. 

There was no real reason why. they should 
not develop enormously what they regarded 
as native industries. They were a cattle- 
rearing country, yet they sent the horns, 
hooves and hides of their cattle to England, 
which were converted into articles that they 
or Why on earth Could they not 
make them here’ : 


They should give more thought to these 
economic problems, and seek the answer as to 
why they could not carry on these industries. 
Production would be enormously increased and 
rendered more simple when they had power 
distributed, at all events, in their large towns 
and cities. 

A DISTRACTED COUNTRY. 

The Rev. Mr. Hodges, who proposed a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Fletcher, said that in techni- 
val education they had one of the ways out 
of monotony. s 

Dr. Burke, in seconding, said that if they 
had any faith in their eountry they must start 
now the education of their men and women 
to take up the positions. which would be 
necessary in the near future. 

The Rev. Mr. McAuley said that what was 
wrong in Ireland was. that she was distracted 
by nnessential* which were out of proportion 
to their worth. If their judgment was as 
cood as their memories they would have a 
more vrospérous and happier land. 

Professor Coldwell also spoke, and the te- 
solution was acknowledged by Mr. Fletcher.

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ANTIQUITIES OF TALLAGHT. 


PLEA FOR PRESERVATION OF 
HISTORIC RELICS. 


At yesterday's meeting of the Roya! Society 

of Antiquaries, 63, Merrion square, Dublin, 
Mr. BE. R. McC. Dix read a r on '' Some 
Little-known Antiquities on Tallaght Hill and 
Seechaun, Co. Dublin.” He gave an interest- 
ing account—with lantern slides+of the stone 
rings and earthen rath at Tallaght, the large 
sepulture chamber at Seechaun, and the two 
large stones of great antiquity near Saggart, 
which are known locally as ‘‘ Adam and ve r 
Mr. Dix spoke of the urgent need for a 
systematic survey of the antiquities of Ireland, 
and suggested that the younger members of 
the Society should visit some places of interest 
m South County Dublin and make a record 
of the many objects of interest to antiquarians 
to be found there. 
After the reading of the paper, several 
members expressed their agreement with Mr. 
Dix’s suggestion. To the destruction in recent 
years of written reoords is now added destruc. 
tion of stone records. Im one case; it was 
stated, a large spherical stone, bearing deeply- 
cut rings, and of great interest, had dis- 
appeared at a time when road improvements 
were going on near by. 

The Chairman (Mr, Charles McNeill) said 
that it was important that there should be an 
accurate and authoritative survey of the 
ancient monuments still to be found in Ireland, 
but it could be taken up only by public 
authority and* at the public expense. ‘A 
society like ours,’’ be said, ' works under 
great difficulties. We enter people's land by 
permission, by connivance mh by stealth, and 
sometimes are not particularly welcome; but 
people are generally glad to have anything oí 
antiguity worth notice in their grounds brought 
under attention.” For the Má of protecting 
historic relics, and also interesting young 
people in an important part of their local and 
national history, he supported Mr. Dix's 
suggestion. 

speaking oí the Tallaght relics, Mr. McNeill 
said that a colony of Danes there had been 
virtually wiped out by plague, and the earliest 
records pointed to that district as a great 
place of sepulture.

ENGLISH POLICK AND. THE

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THE LAST NOT YET SAID. 


Statutory meetings of the Joint Central 
Committee of the Police Federation of Eng- 
land and Wales were opened at Swansed 
yesterday, and last night the Mayor, Alder. 
man John Lewis, at an open meeting wel- 
comed the members. 

Acting-Sergeant Strangeways, Newcaatl 
Chairman of the Committee, in reply, allud 
to the publicity and Press criticism of the 
Major shéppar case. He said that thete was 
a lot of. misunderstanding abread in regard 
to what had appeared concerning the Rawlin- 
son report. He irged the enormous difficulties 
of the police, and claimed that. although he 
had .not seen it publicly .stated, yet it was 
the policeman who Éieill cleared ‘the 
character oí Major Sheppard. 

Mr. J, Hayes, M.P., the Federation's re- 
peti in the Hoúse of Commons, re:

I am per- 
fectly satisfied with the work of the Commis- 
sioner, Mr. Rawlinson, who is a gentleman 
who would act impartially and fearlessly, and 
express an unbiassed opinion on the facts 
that were before him, But the atmosphere 
created has left something of a fog in the 
mind of the public generally, and when the 
matter comes before the House of Commons 
I hope to say one or two things that will help 
to dispel it Therefore, I will now only aay 
that if ever material was presented to the 
service and the authorities of the importance 
of individual police officers receiving the fullest 

ossible protection, this case provided it.” 
Mr, Hayes went on to advocate the extablish- 
ment of a defence fund to enable individual 
police officers to be legally represented in sach 
cases.
